THE FIGHT BETWEEN WILSON AND 


THE SENATE. 


, We arc now faced with the probability 
of the peace treaty with Germany and 
the league of nalions as a campaign is- 
sue. We arc willing lo allribule lo -Sen- 
ator Lodge the-highest motives in deci- 
sions which ordinarily affect Ihe national 
interests, and we grant to President Wil- 
son no Jess devotion lo his counlry. Bui 
llicrc come limes in the lives of men, and 
even of presidents, when the strong cur- 
rents of political exigency cause them to 
momentarily forget Ihcir ideals. We can- 
nol help bul feel Ihal bolh Mr. Lodge and 
Mr. Wilson have suffered Ihis lapse in Ihe 
.treaty fight. 


To begin with, the president went lo 


Europe lo help negoliale the treaty, great- 
ly lo the dislike of his political oppo- 
nents. He came back with a treaty, the 
league of nalions phase of which was 
largely-his own creation. Its ratification 
in the form he signed it would have 
meant a great personal and political tri- 
umph. It might have helped the Demo- 
era lie parly some, bul nol nearly so much 
as the Republicans feared. 


II was natural that his opponents, per- 


sonal and partisan, should seek to find 
ilaws in the league covenant and in the 
treaty generally. Thai Ihere were Ilaws 
in bolh may be readily conceded. -Having 
found them they proceeded to make the 
jnosl of them. In fact, they went a bit 
further. The}- conceived the idea of en- 
cumbering the treaty with amendments 
and reservations thai would relied such 
incompclency of Ihe president in ne- 
gotiating it thai he could nol accept them. 
They did this in the name of Americaniz- 
ing the treaty, and they got away with it. 


They have succeeded so well that they 


are ready and anxious "lo go lo Ihe peo- 
ple" on the issue raised between them 
;nul Hie president. That is the politics in 
it. And the president is not slow lo ac- 
cept the challenge. Ho is looking lo polit- 
ical consequences the same as they. There 
3S no doubt but what llic Ircaly could he 
safely ratified wilh ''milder" reservations 
Ilian have been attached lo il. There also 
is no doubt bul whal 51 could be accepted 
by tho president \villi Hie Ivodgc reserva- 
tions as finally jmidiiicd wilhout destroy- 
ing llic value ami potency of Ihe league, 
and \\-illiout offending The oilier signa- 


. lories. Bul Ihe one course of action would 


represent (oo great submission lo Ihe 
While house and Hie other loo great con- 
cession to :i hostile senate. The political 
consequences had Jo control. 


Thus the light between the president 


mid tho faction bolh within and wilhoul 
lis parly which has opposed 
him 


'hroughoul his a<?minislralion. and more 
intensely since Hi- latter stages of Ihe 
war. forces inlo Ihe Uinnoil of ;i political 
campaign a slate question which has no 


place there and which should have been 
disposed of through the agencies lixed by 
Ihe constitution. The president must take 
his share of the responsibility. He has 
shown no willingness to make conces- 
sions: he has exhibited no real solicitude 
for keeping the treaty out of the election. 
Yet he knows an election cannot settle 
the issue any more than can the town 
council of Kankakee. assuming it should 
be settled by statesmanship and nol by 
politics. 


THE NEW BERRY CONVICTION. 
The conviction of Senator Truman 11. 


Newberry and sixteen of his co-defend- 
ants on the charge of criminal conspiracy 
is a victory for political'honesty and jus- 
lice. (1 really as we may deplore Ihe fact 
Ihal men of their standing face prison 
and heavy lines, keenly as we may sym- 
pathize with them in their personal 
plight, and'imich as we may admire their 
good qualities, we cannot close our eyes 
to the seriousness of the offense of which 
they have heed found guilty. 


If our elections cannot be protected 


from the influence and control of money, 
then we may as well efface our constitu- 
tional declaration Ihal this is a free coun- 
try and that its govcrnmenl belongs lo 
the people. We can afford to make no dis- 
tinction between those of wealth who vio- 
late our institutions and laws and those 
of poverty. The millionaire must stand 
on the same fooling wilh the obscure cit- 
izen when it comes to political rights and 
their preservation through our elections 
a'ml other governmental machinery. 


The conviction of Victor Berger on the 


charge of disloyalty and his exclusion 
from the house of representatives have 
evoked the protest of Socialists, but they 
arc a triumph for American democracy. 
Mr. Xcwherry's offense is not the same, 
but he is a man of wealth and influence 
and there is an element in this counlry 
which would gladly sec him escape Ihe 
consequences of his acts, thereby tacitly 
approving the prostitution of- elections. 
He should, however, receive no leniency 
because of his social and political posi- 
tion. If he is in fact guilly as Ihe jury and 
court have found him, and Ihe Jailer has 
correctly inlerpreled and applied the 
lavy, Ihen he should forfeit his seal in 
Ihe scnale and pay Ihe penally of his 
crime. His co-defendants arc all promi- 
nent men. and it is a matter of grcal re- 
gret Ihal^lheir misguided political zeal 
led them"into this unfortunate "predica- 
ment, especially when they slood lo re- 
ceive no personal gain. 


The importance, of the case can hard- 


ly be over-estimated. x\Vc have main- 
gained all along Ihal Ihe election of Sen- 
ator Xcwberry was a purchased election 
in every sense of that word. The moral 
guilt was established in advance. Il re- 
quired no Irial* and submission of evi- 
dence lo prove.this. The question was 
whether he and his friends had succeeded 
in buying Ihe seal in llic senale "wilhoul 
violating criminal laws. No man can be 
eleclcd senator in Michigan or any other 
stale and spend or permit the spending of 
the sum of money used to elect Mr. New- 
berry wilhout prostituting political gov- 
ernment. 


Whether Mr. Ford was an unsafe or an 


undesirable man lo send lo Ihe scnale 
was nol involved. Whether Newberry 
was a heller man lo represent Michigan 
in thai body was^ nol involved. Nothing 
in the personal controversy and political 
contest between these men and their sup7 
porters could possibly justify the spend- 
ing of such sums of money as were used 
in Ihal campaign. If Mr. Newberry can 
purchase a seal in Ihe senale. or other 
men can purchase a seal for him, no m.-il- 
ler what Hie pretext, then the United 
Stales Steel Corporation and the Stand- 
ard Oil company arc entitled to buy sen- 
alorships. They should go lo the highest 
bidder. 


If we expect to preserve Ihe failh of 


the people in American institutions ami 
lo maintain Ibis democracy on the foun- 
dations which have for a century and a 
half sustained it. \ve must p'urge our pol- 
itics ami our elections of attacks upon 
Ihcm which Ibis Michigan scandal con- 
stitutes. A commendable beginning has 
hern made; lei us hope il docs nol mis- 
carrv in Ihe end.

ing to be no re-opening. 


And the slowly-perishing "night life" of Bun- 


cos Aires gave another gasp. 


The popular North American conception 
of 


the Argentine capital as a city of ga'yety and li- 
cense. patterned after the Paris idea and freer in 
some respects than New York, has become a mis- 
conception. Tim city today, as far as its after- 
midnight activity is concerned, is one of the 
quietest of its size in the world. 


With the exception of a relatively small theatri- 


cal and dance hall district near the center, the 
town's streets are darkened, and the only noise 
after midnight is that made by flat-wheeled 
trolley cars or the whistles of the peg-post, po- 
licemen in their hourly "all's well" signals. 


The former gayely of Buenos Aires could nev- 


er be attributed to the Argentine people. The in- 
troduction of "night life" can be laid at the door 
of the foreign clement here in their desire to 
transplant a bit of Paris on this side of the At- 
lantic. 
Five years ago the citv was full of all 


^orts of questionable amusements. But this cle- 
ment in the life of Buenos Airc.> languished dur- 
ing the war and -it will probably never return. 


White slavers found an easy market and a 


clear road for their activities hero a few years 
ago. 
Now their operations are at a standstill 


fo~ not only is public opinion arrayed strongly 
against them, but the Argentine passport regula- 
tions arc so stringent due to the anti-Hcd precau- 
tionary measures that hax'o been adopted, that 
this class of "traders" find it absolutely impos- 
sible to imjK»rt their human wares.
